ELECTRIC

American scientists are toying 
with the idea of arming house- 
wives with electric wands to 
banish dust. ; 


‘Only o small. beginning has 

been made. This consists of a 
long and complicated study of 
the clectrical _ behaviour of 
dust particles. Some details of 
the work .were reported to the 
American” Physical Society re- 
cently by Dr Wulf Kunkel! of 
the University of California.. 


. Dr Kunkel reported .he had 
determined the electrical 
charges on dust specks as small. 
as a 25,000th: of an inch In 


dinmeter. Heretofore scientists 4) 


have had diMculty in finding 
such small particles with elec~ 
frleal charges oh them. : 


Tests.on a specially prepared 
dust made of silicon, the main 
component of rocks ‘and: carth, 
showed about half the particles 
were ‘negatively. charged and 
the other half positively 
charged. These specks "nce 
cumulated’. their .« electrical 
charges . when . they, were 
stirred up by..o current of alr. 


Whcther dust specks at rest on 
a piece of furniture or a motor 
car carry electric charges has 
not yet been determined. Why 
they stick. {o- surfaces as they 
dois not ‘known. It may be 
because of electrical charges -or 
some other factor. : | 


- Further experiments will -be 
needed to determine whether

London, Mar. 16. — Although the ‘butterfly 


stroke Is now generally accepted 


in breast stroke 


swimming events, the question of its legality is far 


from settled.
